VideoCipher II encryption technology is the defacto 
Satellite TV industry standard for the protection of programmer 
broadcasts from unauthorized reception. 

The 2100E enables consumers who have subscribed to scrambled 
programming to decode the signals and enjoy the programming. 

Nine premium programmers currently scramble their signals 
for the satellite TV market. Another 20 programmers intend to 
scramble their broadcasts with VideoCipher II technology this 
year. 

The 2100E is designed to work with most satellite receivers 
currently in use. The unit has both a 70MHz and a composite 
baseband interface. 

Shipments of the 2100E to distributors will begin in late 
January. 

General Instrument did not publish a suggested retail price 
for the 21005. 

General Instument completed its acquistion of the 
VideoCipher Division from M/A-COM in September.
